Hoover Train En Route to Palo Alto, 
Nov. 4 (A.P.).—Herbert Hoover con- 
sidered his campaign for the Presi- 
dency at an end today as he went into 
the last lap of his journey from Wash- 
ington to his Palo Alto home to vote. 

One other speech lay before the Re- 
Publican candidate, but it was an- 
nounced that this would be nonparti- 
san in character and would constitute 
an appeal to the electorate to go to 
the polls Tuesday. This final address 
will be delivered before a microphone 
in the study of his home on Stanford 
University campus Monday evening, 
and will be carried to all sections of 
the country by radio. 

After his strenuous days and nights 
of campaigning across the border and 
Midwestern States, the nominee spent 
a restful Sabbath in the private car of 
his special train as it moved through 
the Rocky Mountains out of Colorado 
and into Utah. At several of the towns 
along his route through southeastern 
Utah, cheering crowds met his train 
at the station and drew him to the 
rear platform. 

Following his rule against political 
taiks on the Sabbath, the candidate 
addressed them briefly, thanking them 
for the cordiality of the welcome and 
explaining his

Bombshell 


Smith’s Gains in East Reported Offset by Losses in 


West 


Having Hard Time in Missouri; 


Few Other Changes Seen.

The week-end passed with a frenzied 
tightening of the lines .n both of the 
Nation’s political camps but there was 
nothing of the election eve bombshell 
variety. The campaign has been s0 
bitter and intense that it was “in the 
air,” as Gov. Smith says, that one side 
or the other had something up its 
sleeve that would cause a big shift of 
votes. 

Week-end reports from correspondents 
throughout the country showed nothing 
that is likely to materially affect the 
outcome. Confidence was at a high 
pitch in Democratic circles despite -he 
seemingly overwhelming odds against 
their presidential candidate. 

There appeared to be a noticeable 
drifi of the French-Canadians in Rhode 
Island toward Smith, just as the Re- 
publicans had feared. But the Repub- 
licans still insisted that it was not 
enough to give him the State. This 
same drift continued to make New 
Hampshire and Connecticut shaky but 
it is significant that the Democrats’ 
hopes are not as high in those States as 
they are in Rhode Island. | 

But with this movement in 
Island toward Smith he appeared to be 
losing ground in Nebraska, and in Ari- 
zona there were reports that his cause 
seemed so hopeless that the Democrats 
were preparing to trade off Smith for 
their gubernatorial candidate. This 
tends to show the handicap the gov-

ernor is up against, as pointed out be- 
fore. 

His only possible chance of winning 
lies in gaining strength in the North 
Atlantic group and holding the earlier 
strength which he admittedly had in 
the Middle West. Apparently he is 
losing out there to the extent he is

He is having a hard time in Missouri. 
Hoover spoke there Saturday and un- 
doubtedly helped his cause.

Unless all present indications fail, the 


1 week will see Roumania governed by 


a group of stalwart peasants led by 
Juliu Maniu. Thus the powerful capital- 
istic Bratianu regime which, except for 
brief intervals has for half a century 
held the richest country of the Bal- 


kans in a firm political and commer- 


cial grip, will give way to farmers who 
form 80 per cent of the population and 
constitute the most industrious and 
sober elements in the country. 

The sudden change from a govern- 
ment of professional politicians, pre- 
cipitated by the resignation of Premier: 
Vintila Bratianu at the request of the 
regency yesterday, to that of unsophis-

Prescott, Ariz.. Nov. 4 (A.P.).—The 
monoplane Yankee Doodle, holder of 
two transcontinental records, caught in 
a blinding rain and fog in the Brad- 
shaw Mountains last night, struck 
against the side of a wall in Crook Can- 
yon, 23 miles south of here, and sent 
Capt. C. B. Collyer, pilot, and Harry 
Tucker, passenger-owner to._—ictheir 
deaths.

Lost in Mist and Rain. 

Pack mules were expected to bring 
the bodies down to the highway. where 
they will be brought here. There was 
no part of the Yankee Doodle worth 
salvaging. One strip of the fuselage 
bearing the name served to help iden- 
tify the plane. 

The fatal crash, which snuffed out 
the lives of two of aviation’s most prom- 
inent figures, apparently took place be: 
tween 7:30 and 8 o’clock last night. A 
monoplane was reported seen over a 
little cluster of mining prospectors’ 
cabins about 5 miles from here, about 
7:30. At that time ‘t was said that 
the motor apparently was not func- 
tioning properly. 

In this crippled condition it was 
swallowed up in the mist and rain of 
the night, which authorities here be- 
lieve was responsible for its becoming 
lost in the mountain fastness. 


Set "Round World Mark. 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y.. Nov. 4 (AP.) 
Capt. Charles B. D. Collyer and Harry 
J. Tucker, who were killed when their 
‘plane crashed in Arizona yesterday in 
an attempt to break the record for a 
west-east hop across the continent, 
only ten days ago had set a new mark 
for a westward nonstop flight from New 


York to Los Angeles. They hopped off 
from Roosevelt Field October 24 in the 
monoplane Yankee Doodle, and landed 
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im Los Angeles the next day, making 
the hop in 24 hours and 51 minutes. 
The previous record for the east-west 
hop was 26 hours and 50 minutes, 
made in 1923 by Lieut. John Macready 
and Oakley Kelley. 

Collyer, a well-known sky writer, 
previously had come into prominence 
in flying circles when he and John 
Henry Meats set a new record for a trip 
around the world. The two left New 
York June 29 last in a seaplane in 
which they landed beside the outbound 
Olympic. A pilot boat put them 
aboard the liner, on which they had 
shipped their monoplane City of New 
York. 

Traveling by airplane, steamer and 
rail, they returned to New York July 22, 
setting a new record of 23 days, 15 
hours, 21 minutes and 3 seconds for 
the trip. The previous record of 28 
days, 14 hours, 36 minutes and 5 sec- 
onds was held by Linton Wells and Ed- 
ward Evans, New York newspaper men. 


Out to Do the Unusual.

Capt. Collyer was president of the 
Aviation Service Corporation of New 
York, the incorporation papers of which 
set forth that it was organized “to do 
unusual things in aviation.” 

The Yankee Doodle was its only 
plane, but Capt. Stephen B. Day, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the corporation. said 
tonight that plans had been made for 
the purchase of the City of New York 
the airship which Collyer and Mears 
used On their trip around the world. 

Tucker, who, it was said here, had 
made his money in the used automobile 
business, was to have been vice presi- 
dent of the corporation, Capt. Day said. 
Although not a pilot himself, Tucker 
had made many flights as a passenger 
the most notable of which was his 
flight from Los Angeles to Curtiss Field 
with Arthur C. Goebel in the first non- 
stop airplane flight from the west coast 
to the east. Their time for the flight 
was 18 hours and 58 minutes, a record 
which Collyer and Tucker had set out 
to beat when they crashed. 

Tucker was born in Far Rockaway, 
N. Y., 35 years ago, and had made his 
home in Santa Monica, Calif., for about 
five years. His mother, Mrs. Sara Eliza- 
beth Tucker, left Santa Monica by 
rail yesterday, intending to meet her 
son in New York. Tucker also is sur- 
vived by a brother and: sister, who 
live in New York.

INCREASED USE OF SNUFFP. 

It would be hard to list the illustrious users 
of snuff of the past. The use of tobacco, first 
learned by Sir Walter Raleigh from the natives 
of America, and introduced to the. brilifant 
English court, spreading thence throughout 
England and the continent, found its most lux- 
urious expression in snuffing ground tobacco 
into the nasal passages. It would be much 
more difficult to list those who have the habit 
of using snuff now than then, inasmuch az it 
is no longer a habit indulged with sang froid. 
Snuff users now are not advertising their pre- 
dilection for the weed. So the announcement 
by the Department of Agriculture that there 
are more than 1,000,000 snuff takers in the 
United States will be received _by most persons 
“as an exaggeration. Yet, there are the fig- 
ures: An Output for home consumption of 41,- 
000,000 pounds, four times that of 50 years 
ago. Allowing an average of four pounds a 
year to each user would work out 1,000,000 
persons, 

The official statement is sure to provoke 
wide comment, and ingenious theories may be 
spun about ‘the showing in its possible rela- 
tion to the stoppage of legal traffic in alco- 
holic beverages. The consumption of snuff 
may also be brought into relation with that 
other kind of snuffing which is a deadly vice— 
the snuffing of ‘‘snow’’ by the narcotic addict. 
There also may be raised the point as to 
whether the tobacco snuffing, habit as a dis- 
courager of opiate snuffing, should not be 
viewed with tolerance, 

As the public is not yet convinced that snuf- 
fing has reached such major proportions, with 
so few who are known, even by their friends, 


to have the habit, there is little likelihood that. 


the banners of “reform” will be waving over 
the parapets of the snuff boxes. In fact, the 
report of the expert states that the habit, 
though found in all walks of life, predominates 
among persons in industries where smoking 
is prohibited, and among Southern laborers 
and foreigners who brought the habit with 
them. i 

Tobacconists testify as a fact that the use 
of snuff is a rapidly growing practice, a prac- 
tice which in other years was attributed to a 
craving for ‘‘sneezing, consuming and spend- 
ing away grosse and slimie humours from the 
ventricles of the brain.”” Today it represents 
a recrudescence of a craving which social usage 
long ago placed under ban.

For these reasons, men like Judge 
Cordova, chief judge of the Court of 
Appeals of New York, speaking out of 
long experience upon the bench, holds 
that the penal attitude needs correc- 
tion from the mass of materials which 
have been made available and which 
should be put in a form to have weight 
in the framing of criminal codes. In 
his address before the New ‘York 
Academy of Medicine, Judge Cordova 
sald: “Whatever enlightenment there 
will be, will come not through judges 
and advocates alone, but through the 
aid of many callings, especially through 
the medical profession.” One of the 
most needed reforms in that very direc- 
tion is to have the abuses of expert 
medical testimony done away with, so 
that alienists’ opinions would be ren- 
dered impartially by a legally consti- 
tuted board whose members would 
have no more personal interest in the 
particular case, than has a patent ex- 
aminer in the one-whose idea he is 
passing upon. 

The New York jurist is right in his 
indications as to the attitudes which 
should be assumed toward the criml- 
nal culprit, but of infinitely more im- 
portance to society is the securing of 
protection from the perpetrators of 
crimes of increasing boldness and de- 
liberateness. The law should throw 


all safeguards about accused persons, 
but it should absolutély afford every 
possible security to the peaceful citi- 
zen. “The law is a terror to evil doers, 
but a praise to them who’ walk up- 
rightly.”

degree of lead poisoning. ome had 
had rather definite attacks which were 
caused by lead. In some, evidence of 
lead poisoning were found, tholigh the 
persons did not suspect the nature of 
their trouble. These people hid been 
drinking the lead water for variabie 
lengths of time. Children were founa 
to be subject to the poison taken in 
the drinking water. Men were found to 
be just as susceptible as women 
Length of time the water had been 
consumed and length of time had 
stood in the pipes were not found to 
be of great importance. 

The amount of carbonic acid in the 
water was found to be of importance. 
Live, sparkling waters, rich in gas, were 
apt to contein more lead; flat waters, 


‘iless. Very soft waters were more dan- 


gerous than hard waters. In fact, one 
reason for hesitation about accepting 
this New England experience as a guide 
for the balance of the countries is that 
sv many of the New England waters 
are very soft. 


PROBABLY A FISH TAPEWORM. 

H. H. W. writes: Recently I was pre- 
sented with a one and a half pound 
black bass, fresh caught in northern 
Michigan waters. While cleaning this 
fish I noticed several cream-colored 
spots about the size of a grein of whest 

ese were located at various places in 
the flesh and some were just under the 
skin. Upon closer investigation they 
were found to be worms that started to 
craw! when liberated from the skin that 
surrounded them. Furthermore, the 
flesh of the fish was speckled with 
small biack spots throughout, which 
made it appear as though it had been 
peppered. 

Of course, the fish was not used. 

What’ causes this condition? Is it 
common? Ip there a name for it? What 
would happen to a person who con- 
sumed such a fish? 

REPLY. 

My guess is that there were larvae 
of the same worm, probably a fish tape- 
worm, - 

Had you cooked this fish very thor- 
oughly and then eaten it, you wouid 
have suffered no iil effects. Had you 
eaten it raw or undercooked, you would 
have developed one or more tapeworms

mit does not matter how many times 6 
—— may have passed. On the fol- 

ing round, ig his turn, he may bid 
or double. Until the auction js closed 
a player is never deprived of the privi- 
lege of bidding or doubl when his 
turn arrives. He can double only the 
last bid that has been made, and it 
must bave been made by an opponent 
If South should bid and West should 
averbid, North could double West's bid: 
but if North should pass, East could 
nor double, because West is East's part- 
ner. and South's bid, baving been made 
before West's, is not then subject to 4¢ 
double. ae 

Only an opponent's double can be re- 
doubled. The redouble must be made 
by the player whose bid has been dou- 
bled or by his partner, and not by the 
pertner of the doubler. If South bid 
and West doubled. North could redou- 
bie; but if North passed, East could not 
redouble. In that case, however, East 
would have the privilege of making 8 
higher bid if he desired to do so.

In Suit for Eviction 


Joseph Small of Capitol Force Seeks Aid From 
Members of Congress for Purchasers of 
Parkway Cooperative Apartments. 


Joseph Small, 71 years old, a member 
of the Capitol police force, who num- 
bers among his friends more than 300 


members of Congress, is facing eviction 
proceedings from the cooperative apart- 
ment which he and his wife contracted 
to purchase when they set up house- 
keeping last April. 

And the Smalls are not alone in 
their predicament, for nearly a score 
of occupants of the Parkway Apart- 
ments, Connecticut avenue and Ma- 
comb street northwest, who have made 
initial payments, are targets of a simi- 
lar legal attack. 

Their plight is due to the foreclos- 
ure of a mortgage upon the building 
simultaneously with the disappearance 
of Arthur M Suit, president of a cor- 
poration which managed the apart- 
ment. 

The little apartment in the Parkway 
represented the first householding 
venture of the elderly couple since 
they arrived here from the West, about 
five years ago. With all the enthu- 
Siasm of a pair of newlyweds the 
Smalls selected furniture for their 
home.

last April. two

‘months later Mrs. Small, who is em- 
ployed in the District tax ofice, earning 
money with which to aid in the pur- 
chase of the home, glanced from her 
bedroom window to see a red flag let- 
tered “auction” displayed in front of 
the building. 

The others who had purchased in the 
building made a hurried investigation. 
Suit was nowhere to be found, they re- 
ported. 

Besides the financial consideration 
Small pointed out that he and his wife 
had planned to spend their remaining 
days in the cozy little apartment. 
They are determined to fight the case 
to a finish. A total of $25,000 will be 
lost by residents should the eviction 
proceedings succeed, Attorney Gerald 
Johnson, engaged by the apartment 
holders, said recently. 

Small, however, is not content to 
fight the matter in court. He is plan- 
ning to appeal to.his scores of congres- 
Sional friends for an investigation of 
the affairs of the apartment house. 

Small and other residents under the 
purchase plan are marking time and 
anxiously awaiting November 13, when 
the cases will be aired in Municipal 
Court.

At all training stations, under a 
quota system and by competition, vol- 
unteers for aviation duty will be selec- 
ed to go either to San Diego or Hamp- 
ton Roads for an elimination course. 
Those showing particular aptitude will 
be sent to the fleet for one year and 
if again recommended will be sent to 
the naval air station at Pensacola, Fla., 
for flying training. 

A recent compilation of data by the 
Bureau of Navigation shows that high- 
est percentage of reenlistments in the 
Navy is found in the aviation branch, 
with 82.9 per cent, pilots leading with 
96 per cent.

Those who hold stark, unrelenting 
realism to be an _ essential of fine 
drama will find much to their liking 
in “The Wind,” feature of this week's 
tenth anniversary program et Loew's 
Palace Theater. 

It is a film play in which life in the 
raw is depicted against a bleak back- 
ground of wild horses, swirling sands 
and cruel, ceaseless winds beating down 


out of the North to batter the heart olf 
a gently bred wie of a girl from the 
softer clime of Virginia. 

In her favorite guise of fragilessymbol 
of hopeless conflict against appalling 
odds, Lillian Gish offers a portrayal of 
striking delicacy, in surroundings that 
are, to her, overwhelmingly crude and 
brutal.

There is something epic In the man- 
ner in which action, setting and sound 
have been unified to pound home the 
terrifying theme of this forceful drama 
of difficult domesticity in a tiny settle- 
ment on the barren wastes. There is 
not a pretty figure in the play—barring 
possibly Miss Gish, and often even she 
is not—not a touch of tenderness in 
the action, not a lilting melody in the 
crashing dissonances of the synchron- 
ized accompaniment that borrows a 
majority of all the wailing cries of 
desolation to add to the story’s fear- 
fulness. 

“Tne Wind” is more penetrating than 
was the screen version of “Rain;” it Is 
more heroic than “Grass,” and as trag- 
ic in Its denouement as “White Gold”-—
